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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/21/05 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 23-29, 33-39 43-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Horth. 

Horth discloses the use of an aqueous solution of sodium silicate with aluminum oxide 
(alumina) and bound with a liquid phenolic resin (see column 2 lines 38-60). Mixture can 
be applied numerous ways, column 2 lines 27-32. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 32, 42, 51 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Horth. 

Horth is relied upon as above. Horth does not disclose the coating thickness used. It 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to use the claimed range of thickness in order to have an appropriate coating 
thickness so as to achieve the function of maintaining appropriate friction levels during 
the initial period but not as to interfere with the operation of the brake after the initial 
wear in phase has passed. 

6. Claims 30,31 ,40,41 ,49,50 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Horth in view of Parker. 

Horth is relied upon as above. Horth does not disclose the use of iron oxide as the 
abrasive. Parker teaches the use of iron oxide as the abrasive with a 4 to 1 weight ratio 
(see column 4 line 1 ). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to use iron oxide as the abrasive in the coating of Horth as 
they are considered equivalents for this function and the choice of materials is based on 
factors such as cost and ease of use and therefore one would have chosen iron oxide 
as a matter of design choice.
